CALEB POWERS IS REPRIMANDED
BY THE COURT FOR SO DOING.

-

Cross-Examination Is Concluded—A¢c-
cused Man Sticks to His Story of

Three Years Ago.

*

GEORGETOWN, Ky., Aug. 18.—Caleb
P.t_swers returned to the witness stand in
his own defense this morning. He drifted
into argument in his answers, as on ves-
terday forenoon, and was reprimanded by
the court for doing so. He continued in his
denial of all incriminating conversations
told of by commonwealth witnestes and
adhered clogsely to the story he first told
three years ggo. He denied that he ever
suggesied to Frank Cecil that he (Cecil)
Secure some one to kill Goebel or that he
ever introduced Cecil to Taylor for any
such purpose. He denled that at the time
he left Frankfort on the morning of the
shooting he knew that Goebel was to be
assassinated. He said he never conspired
with any one to kill Goebel.

Direct examination was concluded at 11:4%
o'clock, when Thomas . Campbell began
the cross-examiuation for the defense.

The direct and cross-examination of
Caleb Powers, on the stand in his own de-
fense, was concluded this afternoon and
the defense had an inning with Robert
Noakes, the commonwealth's witness of
yesterday. They called him for the pur-
pose of laying the foundation for contra-
dietion. He was confronted with a state-
ment made by him at Danville, 1il., on Dec.
9, 19W, to Max Lewis, of Louisville, and
Attorney W. R. Jewell, of that place. In
that statement Noakes charged Attorney
Campbell with trying to induce him to
swear falsely to secure the conviction of
Jim Howard and of Finley and Powers
and told him of buying witnesses, He
made the statement, but said that after
making it he told Lewis and Jewell that
he refused to swear to it or even to sign
it. He explained his peculiar conduct by
saying that at the time he made the state-
ment he was willing to help Caleb Powers
out of his trouble, for he (Noakes) was
preparing to go to Brazil to stay for good.
The defense produced and had Noakes
identify letters which he had written
Powers, soliciting him to send some one to
Danville, 1lll., to get the statement men-
tioned. s

The cross-examination of Powers to-day
developed little that was new. He adhered
to his story told on direct examination
pretty well. He admittéd bringing several
companies of soldiers in citizens clothes to
Frankfort with the mountain army of Jan.
25, 1900, but said he had beforehand had an
understanding with Governor Taylor that
if the Legislature did not heed the peti-
tioners that he would then call the militia

into service and he (Powers) wanted to
have the militia on hand.

McKengie Todd. of Frankfort,
secretary to Governor Taylor, also testi-
fied to-day. He told of seeing Youtsey
about the executive départment and the
private office of Caleb Powers g few days
before the shooting, armed with a gun and
looking" at the windows.
this while on the stand.

Judge Robbins this afternoon admonished
the lawyers not to refer to the Goebel re-
ward fund either in interrogation or argu-
ment. The prosecution wanted to show
that Powers has a large fund collected
for his defense. The court refused to per-
mit this evidence.

ENGLISH FISCAL POLICY

Taken Up by British Commercial

Bodies at Montreal.
MONTREAL, Aug. 18.—At to-day's ses-

sion of the congress of chambers of com-
mwerce of the empire a resolution from
the Barnsley Chamber of Commerce was
adopted urging that the imperial govern-
ment should maintain and extend commer-
cial rights and that the consular service

should be reorganized and strengthened.
The government was criticised by Joseph
Walton, M. P., of London, who presented
the resolution taking the government to
task for inaction in regard to the Chinese
trade. Two resolutions, one from the Car-
diff chamber of commerce and one from
the chamber of shipping of the United
Kingdom, both favoring the abolition of
light dues, were merged into one and
adopted,

A resolution from the Montreal Board of
Trade similar to others proposed by other
bodies and asking for a reduction of inter-
colonial newspapers and magazine postage
was also adopted, as being certain to en-
courage freer intellectual
among the colonies,

The financial question was taken up at
this afternoon’s session. It came up on a
resolution expressing the view that in the
interests of the empire a commercial pol-
icy should be adopted based on the princi-
ple of mutual help, of which each compo-
nent part of the empire would receive sub-
stantial advantage in trade as the result of
its national relationship, due consideration
being given to the fiscal needs of the com-
ponent portions of the empire, and recom-
mending the appointment by the imperial
government of a commission to study the
whole question. A number of addresses
were made in favor of the motion, but a
vote was not reached before adjournment.

RUIN OF ORINOCO DISTRICT

MERCHANTS NOT ALLOWED TO
TRADE WITH TRINIDAD.

Ports Congested with Merchandise
Which Cannot Be Moved—=Amer-
fean Interestan Suffer.

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Aug. 18—
Authentic information was received this
morning announcing the imprisonment of
French, German and Italian merchants at
Ciudad Bolivar, Venezuela (which port was

recently recaptured from the rebels by
President Castro’s troops), for refusing
President Castro's demand for the repay-
ment of taxes, already paid to the defacto
government, President Castro demands the

payment of arrears for the period of oc-
cupation of Ciudad Bolivar by the revolu-

tionary government. The amount demand-
ed exceeds $65,000. The merchants refuse

to recognize President Castro’'s decree
abolishing Ciudad Bolivar as a port of

entry and decline to ship goods via Caru-
pano.
The Venezuelan gunboat Miranda went to

the district of Nutrias, exacting from the

merchants forced contributions and fines
amounting to another $0,000. The goods
imported during the revolutionary regime
were confiscated and double duties were
imposed. It is reported that President Cas-
tro has threatened to annihilate the com-
merce and expel the foreign community of
Guayana, on the Orinoco.

A reign of terror prevails throughout the
district, owing to the extortion., threats
and barbarities of the party in power. The
entire region of the Orinoco teems with
produce accumulated during the past two
yvears, for which there are no adequate
shipping facilities. The native and Ger-
man firms at Caracas appear to be seeking
to control the entire Orinoco import trade.
There is no money in the Orinoco country
and the distress is verv great.

All the American river boats and inter-
ests up the Orinoco are at a standstill, be-
ing unable to move in consequence of Pres-
ident Castro’'s determination to destroy
the transshipment trade in American and
REuropean goods between Trinidad and the
Orinoco river country.

Three Arhitrators Named.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Mr. Riddle, the

American charge at St. Petersburg, has
cabled the State Department that

Mourabieff, the Russian minister of justice,

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—An action was he-
gﬁn in the United States Circuit Court to-
day by the New York Security and Trust
Company against the United States Ship
Building Company and James Smith, Jr.,
receiver, to foreclose a mortgage given by
the ship building company to the trust com-
pany, as the trustees, to secure the payment
of a series of twenty-year & per cent. col-
lateral mortgage bonds amounting to $10,000,-
000,

The mortgage covers all the property of
the ship building company and the capital
stock of the Bethlehem Steel Company. The
property of the defendant corporation, now
in the hands of a receiver appointed by the
federal courts of New Jersey, is, however,
subject to a prior lien in the shape of a
$16,000,000 mortgage issued to secure the pay-
ment of a series of $16.000,000 bonds, in which

the Mercantile Trust Company, of New
York, is trustee. An action has already been
begun in the United States courts of New
Jersey to foreclose the prior mortgage.

The only lien against the capital stock of
the Bethlehem Steel Company, according to
the complaint filed to-day, is the series of
£10,000,000 of bonds issued to the New York
Security and Trust Company, which it now
seeks to foreclose,

HIS SLASHED AND DISEMBOWELED
BODY FOUND IN DETROIT.

Had Been Missing Since Monday Noon
—Crime Probably Committed
by n Maniac.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 18.—The mutilatea
body of four-vear-old Alpktnse Wilmes,
whose father lives on St. Aublne avenue,
was found to-day in a lot at the rear of
the Michigan stove works at Adalr and
Wight streets, The body was discovered
by a foreman and one workman about 10
o'clock between two molding boxes. The
hands were tied behind with wire and a
red handkerchief had been stuffed down
the little fellow's throat for a gag. The
body was partly stripped of clothing. The
abdomen was slashed open and the left
wrist was nearly severed,
had long, deep cuts in them. All
wounds apparently had been made with
sgome very sharp instrument.

Alphonse had been missing from his home
since yesterday noon. Nothing was
thought of his absence at first, but when he
did mnot return for supper a search was

begun that ended with the identification of
the body by his father at the morgue this

forenoon.
It is evident that the murder was not

committed near where the body was found,

for although there is scarcely a drop of
blood left in the little fellow's body, there

was practically no blood on the boards
where he was found. A search for blood-
stains to and from the scene was inaugu-
rated without resuit. Perhaps the strangest
phase of the mystery is that there were
only a few small stains on the body and
clothing of the lad, despite the horrible
character of his wounds., It looks as if
the murderer, after committing the deed,
washed the blood from the body and then
carried it to the lot where it was found.
The police are satisfied that the boy was
murdered by a manlac and are working
along these lines alone. The officers are
inclined to belleve that the child was killed
in some house and that afterward the mur-
derer carried his body in a sack or a wagon
to the lonely spot where it was 6 found

Wisconsin Factor Shot by Discharged
Employe at Oshhkosh.

OSHKOSH, Wis.,, Aug. X-~Thomas R.
Morgan, alderman of the Seventh ward and
president of the Winnebagh County Sash,
Door and Blind Manufacturers' Association,
was fatally shot about 19 o'clock this morn-
ing by a discharged employe of the com-

His murderer committed solcide
by hanging himself with his suspenders in
the city lock-up. The shooting was without
provocation and was one of the most das-
tardly and uncalled for deeds ever com-
mitted in the <ity of Oshkosh, It was wit-
nessc«d by several persons.

After. the shooting. the injured man
walked unassisted from the scene of the
shooting, on Fifth streot, to his office, and
the ambnlance was called, He was taken
at once to St. Mary's hospital but died just
before the hospital was reached. The trag-
edy has cast a gloom over the entire city.

The employves of the company were fren-
zied with anger and gathered in small
knots, talking quiletly. The police wers
notified that a lynching was contemplated
and took extra precautions to prevent such
a tragedy, bul before it could develop
Hampel, who had been arrested a few min-
utes after the shooting, hanged himsell to
